I just purchased, as part of my Father's Day gift, a small 34 amp hour 
deep cycle lead acid battery from Wal-Mart for use in my shack. Along 
with this, I purchased a 12 volt, 1.5 amp charger/maintainer. The 
charger says: "Fully Automatic, will not overcharge batteries", "1.5 amp 
trickle charge. Charges small batteries and maintains large ones". My 
first question is define "small". 


My plan is to use the 34 amp hour battery to power the station (K2, 
IC37A, Argo 505 and a set of Red Hots). Currently I have the battery 
under load (the K2 and IC37A) to see how long it takes to bring the 
battery down to around 11.5 volts. At that time I will plug the charger 
in and recharge the battery.

Just put together my BLT and started testing with a Norcal Doublet 44 ft top 
with open feeder 30 ft to tuner. Inverted Vee config with angle below 
horizontal about 30 degrees for each element. Tried feeder spacing from 4 
inches down to 1.5 inches. 


Here's my problem: 40 and 20 no problem finding good match with MFJ259B SWR 
analyzer. But couldn't initially find a match for 15 or 10 mtrs. Sweep the 
freq. with the SWR analyser and can see good matches above both bands (ie 
23 mHz and 31 mHz). So neither I have too little inductance or too little 
cap. I notcied by really squeezing the L1 turns together that I can get the 
reasonable tuning spot for 15 and 10 mtr to move down (ie about 2:1 SWR) 


My question: Doug's original note indicated he had tried most all of the 
types of twin lead including open wire. How critical is the open wire down 
length relative to the limited tuning range of the LC setup? I think he was 
using a 20 ft own lead. I have the coil oriented vertically in the enclosure 
and the leads for both primary and secondaries are evenly spaced with regard 
to side to side. 


I want to maintain the 30 ft open wire for the upcoming FD event (I can make 
it longer) and I have the ability to change the doublet length from 44 ft to 
what ever. My goal was to setup the fixed doublet at 30 ft and be able to 
work 40/20/15/10 just by retuning the BLT. 


Any suggestions before FD? I left the antenna up in the backyard and hoping 
for some special enlightenment (ie simple fix). 


BTW I did tune to cap trimmers to minimum.

I'd make it a Megohm or more. That will prevent almost ANY current 

from flowing in the resistor that's used as the form for the shunt resistor. 
The only reason the resistor should (might) be "high wattage" is to get 

a larger-diameter coil form for the winding! With virtually no current 
flowing through the resistor itself, there won't be any significant power 
dissipated.

I'd say 10K would be sufficient. The most important part is the "high 
wattage" part. The resistor really isn't going to carry any current 
compared to the wire. What the project really requires is a form for the 
actual shunt resistor which is the wire. It needs the size of the 1 watt 
resistor and a value sufficiently high as to not change the value of the 
wirewound one that you are going to create. The ends of your coil of wire 
should be soldered to the leads of the resistor. Again, the resistor is 
only a form for the shunt resistor which you make out of the #26 wire. What 
you are creating is an extremely small value resistor. If you have a copy 
of the ARRL handbook you will find a rather detailed explanation of how 
shunts work and how to calculate their value. Basically what you are doing 
is creating a multiplier for the meter that you have. You are changing say 
a Q-1ma to say a Q-1 amp meter by routing most of the current through the 
very low value resistor (coil) and only a very small amount through the 
meter. This is called a shunt, which is what you are creating. This is why 
on meter specs you will notice two values. The meter internal resistance 
and the meter full-scale current. Using these you can multiply it by any 
value you wish. You could convert a @-1ima meter to a 0-1000 amp meter if 
you wanted to do so. Again, the handbook will explain exactly what you are 
doing.

Actually, it isn't the browsers that "disallow" spaces in URLs 
and file references, it is the HTML standard itself. Everyone 
xexcept*x Microsoft follows the standard. 


The HTML standard requires that spaces and certain other 
punctuation be replaced by the hexadecimal code for the 


character, preceded by a % sign. Some browsers will also 
accept a URL in double quotes and then convert the spaces 
into the proper code before sending a request.

On US Navy submarines, which use batteries that are basically giant deep 
discharge batteries, we would charge until a total battery voltage 
equivalent to about 2.8 volts (temperature corrected) per cell was 
obtained (while charging current was being applied). 


But most small chargers can't produce output voltage at sufficient 
current to bring a 12 volt battery's terminal voltage to 16.8 volts, so 
one would wind up boiling away/disassociating the electrolyte and 
overcharging before that voltage is ever reached. 


The ultimate best indicator of charge state is the specific gravity of 
the electrolyte for those batteries (like the 34 amp-hr unit earlier 
mentioned) that allow access to the electrolyte. 


It may be of interest that submarine batteries were maintained on 
trickle xDISCHARGEx while in standby. We had an amp-hour totalizer to 
help indicate when a new charge should take place.

I replied to Sam earlier off-list, but probably should have put it on 
list. 


I designed the BLT for coverage of 40 through 20. The higher bands, above 
20, are iffy. On them the match depends on the impedance that happens to 
be seen at the tuner's output. 


As I posted a couple of weeks ago, with the available 140/60 pf poly caps, 
even getting fully reliable 40-20 coverage gets a little tight with some 
load impedances. You can increase the low-impedance range on 40 by 
reducing the low impedance link (L3) from 6 turns to 4 (one off each end). 
If 20 proves iffy, you can optimize the design for 30-20 meters by 
reducing the main tank circuit inductor (L1) a bit. 


Anyone with access to 265/265 poly caps can easily convert the BLT to a 
regular z-match covering 80-10, or 140/140 caps for 40-10. (The 

toroid turns and wiring would have to be changed, of course. Depending on 
the design you pick, you may have to had one additional switch, too.)

Once I 
know that, I determine the voltage drop across the meter at its full-scale 
rating. You can do this with whatever meter it is you're dealing with. 


You can measure internal resistance with a DMM (never a VOM!), or consult 
the handbook for a simple substitution method using two pots and a battery 
or small low voltage power supply. But, I digress. 


Select a small resistor to go in series with the load (in the rig; whatever 
stage that may be). The current that's being drawn at that point determines 
the approximate value of the resistor. Once I know the voltage drop across 

that resistor, I then make a meter multiplier for my milliammeter movement. 


To find the value of the multiplier, I take the total voltage across the 
"shunt" resistor that's in series with the load, and subtract the full-scale 
(F.S.) voltage that I calculated would be across the movement (I know the 
F.S. current, and the internal resistance, so E = IR). 


Then I find the value of the multiplier by taking the difference voltage and 
dividing it by the F.S. rating of my meter movement. Usually I locate a 
small pot that's a bit higher in value, put it in series with the meter, and 
then calibrate it for a F.S, reading--in the final circuit application, or 
using a "standard" benchtop instrument of your choice. 


As an example, I just added a little 0-1 mA meter to the HBX-2Q SSB 
transceiver I'm building. The meter has an internal resistance of 153 ohms. 
The voltage across it at that current would be E=IR, or 0.001 (153) = 0.153 
V or 153 mV. Seems inconsequential, eh? 


Well, I need to measure 500 mA in the drain circuit of my VN66AF power 
amplifier. If I put a 1-ohm resistor in that line, at 500 mA the voltage 
across that series resistor would be E=IR, or 0.5 (1) = 0.5 V. Gee, a half 
volt drop is something I can live with out of 13.8 V from a typical supply. 
a) 


So, if I subtract 0.153 V from 0.5 V, I get 0.347 V or 347 mV. To find the 
value of the meter multiplier pot, I divide 0.347 by 1 mA, or 0.347/0.001 to 
get 347 ohms. Reaching for a 500 ohm pot, I solder it in series with my 
meter and proceed to calibrate it, where the final setting will be 347 ohms 
(but I don't really care, as at this point I'm simply setting my new meter 
to full scale visually). 


This is usually far easier to do than to try and wind a meter shunt of very 


low value. If you do that, it's hard to control the resistance at the 
terminals, soldered connections, etc. This method lets you precisely set the 
meter reading to what you desire. It does put a small "burden" in the form 
of an IR-drop on the circuit you're monitoring, but usually an ohm or two is 
tolerable. In my example, I lose a half volt. 


To gild the lily, you can sometimes carefully open the meter, remove the 
scale dial plate, and repaint the scale to reflect the units you wish (you 
can add color warning bands and your callsign in there too; always a nice 
touch if you can open the meter movement).
